THE MEDICINE MEN 


The use of magic to cure ills is far older than scientific 
medicine, and in Washington sometimes it still is the pre­ 
ferred treatment. 
The other day. H. Lewis Rietz, president of the Health In­ 
surance Association of America, told how advocates of medi­ 
cal care for the aged under Social Security can take ordinary 
accurate figures and do emotional magic with them. 
For instance, those who promote the Social Security ex­ 
tension often say that the income of 53 per cent of all per­ 
sons over 65 years old in the nation is less than $1 000 a 
year. And they are right. 
But they leave you with the illusion that this is exception­ 
al. In fact, says Mr. Rietz, 59 percent of all persons UNDER 
65 in the United States have incomes less than $1,000 a year. 
The public 
also is skillfully misled on the cost of such 
a medical program. We are told that we need to add only 
half of one percent of our taxable earnings to the Social Se­ 
curity tax to get the program. Glossed over is the fact that 
the amount of earnings on which Social Security taxes are 
payable would have to rise from the present $4,800 figure 
to $5,200. And that extra $400 would he taxed at the full 
Social Security rate. 
So. points out Mr. Rietz. the worker who now pays $150 
a year in Social Security taxes (did you know it was that 
much?) would be paying $283.66 by 1968— an increase of 
89 percent in just, six years. 
Even so, Mr. Rietz doesn’t think it would be enough to 
cover the cost of the program, and knowing such costs is 
Mr. Rietz’s business. He thinks the Administration costs 
estimates are about a third what they should be. He didn’t 
mention it, but more fakerv is involved in the idea that this 
is “prepaid medical insurance’* for the old age of those now- 
working. Those now- working would merely pay medical bills 
for those already retired. 
When today’s workers retire, a new- generation might 
shoulder the bills. Or, a new generation in control of Con­ 
gress, if it tired of the burden, could simply junk the whole 
program.

We wouldn’t know how il is with 
you. But in most Am erican fami­ 
lies tHfe medicine chest is bulging 
by now an all - w inter accum ula­ 
tion of more or less deadly nos­ 
trum s, that, if taken in error by 
a curious child, or if deteriorated 
by age, could make someone a sta- 
tistic.

mnt. Rem em ber, sa.^s Bauer and 
Black, 
never 
throw 
discarded 
drugs wiicre children — your own 
or others’ — can get at them . 
Further, when \ou get new pre­ 
scriptions, m ark the laoel to show 
for whom and what it, is intended, 
tiie dosage and date of purchase. 
Never take medicine in the dark. 
Read the label twice — in a good 
light, and with your glasses it you 
need them. Never give a prescrip­ 
tion to anyone but the person for 
whom it was written. Leave no 
medicines accessible to children. 
And when the m edicine cabinet 
is properly cleaned out, write down 
the day and night telephone num ­ 
bers of the doctor, the pharm acist 
and the nearest poison control cen­ 
ter, and paste this in the cabinet. 
Then ask the druggest for a check­ 
list of the health and safety essen­ 
tials that should always be in the 
medicine chest. 
This is an exercise in practical 
life - saving. No one has any right 
to ignore it.

Platform Tricks 


Public speakers often suffer just 
like Stella. 
Ideally, if you know in advance 
that you are to talk or sing in 
public, ‘it is well to m ount your 
speech notes or music on a stiff 
cardboard background. 
But som etim es a person 
will 
thrust a single sheet of paper in 
your hand and ask you to read 
the announcem ent to the crowd. 
So you are often “ stuck” with 
a wobbly, rattling single sheet of 
paper. 
And m ost people are nervous at 
the start, even the professionals. 
After 5 m inutes, their hands will 
not trem ble violently but at the 
outset everybody tends to shake. 


If you 
hold 
the 
sheet in one 
hand and your trem or grows ex­ 
cessive, you become acutely self- 
conscious and m ay even blush, as 
you think: 
“My goodness, everybody can 
see how nervous I am . They will 
think I ¿ivi an am ateur or novice 
and 
overwhelmed 
with 
stage 
fright, although I am an educated 
person or an experienced speak­ 
er or singer. 
“ What can I do? Oh, I’ll just 
shift the paper to my other hand 
and then m aybe it will not quiver 
as badly.” 
But 
it 
usually 
rattles 
even 
worse! 
In this type of situation, just 
seize your paper or m usic with 
‘•‘both” hands and then puil gen­ 
tly in opposite directions. 
This will stop your trem or al­ 
most entirely! 
It is a little trick from the field 
of platform psychology which you 
should all rem em ber. 
This counter-traction or oppos­ 
ing pull will m ake you look calm 
though you still may feel as jit­ 
tery as a cat. 
But at least your hands will N 
advertise your stage fright to the 
audience.

long enough to utter a full sen­ 
tence.

j mended for small gardens because 
the return per foot of row is small 
| compared with many other vege­ 
tables. 
Spinach; A good, nutritious, early 
spring vegetable. Plant Blooms- 


j dale Long Standing for an early 
crop and American for a later crop. 
American withstands warm weath- 
! er a little better. Spinach needs 
“elbow room” in which to develop 
; large, thick leaves of high quality. 
So thin out your plants! Giant No­ 
bel is an excellent flat - leaved 
variety. 
Lettuce. Good leafy varieties are 
Black Seeded Simpson and Salad 
Bowl. A very tasty semi - heading 
variety is Bibb. Try it! Great Lakes 
is the recommended heading var­ 
iety, but you must set out plants 
no later than April 1. Remember 
these two things about lettuce — 
don’t plant so much and thin it out. 
Radishes and beets do well in 
most gardens. Carrots are a mar­ 
ginal vegetable in most of Missouri. 
Our soils are too “rich” and our 
weather gets warm too quickly for 
good carrot growth. Best varieties 
for our conditions are Nantes, 
Chantenay Red Core, and Touchon. 
Why not try some “new” vege­ 
tables in your garden this spring? 
They will be “new” if you haven’t 
planted them before. So try such 
vegetables as kale, collards, mus­ 
tard greens, kohlrabi, and endive. 
All are easy to grow, extremely 
nutritious, and certainly deserve a 
place in more gardens. 
Don’t forget cabbage and broc­ 
coli, Set out plants early.

gas tax money will be distributed 
for use other than street repair- 
City M anager Miller informs us 
this gas tax money can be used 
only for the following purposes: 
Street construction, Street repair, 
Street signing, Policing. Lighting 
and Cleaning of Streets. He say«? a 
careful accounting will be m ade 
of all money received from the 
State and no gas tax money will 
be diverted for other purposes. We 
have recently m ade a survey of 
470 street signs which have been 
dam aged and should be replaced. 
This survey die not include street 
signs for some of the new subdivi­ 
sions or housing projects. It is 


very probable that we will need at 
least 550 new street signs with 
some extra fittings, 
accessories 
and posts. No survey was m ade at 
this tim e of other signs such as 
stop, slow, weight lim it, etc.; some 
of which are in bad condition. It 
is our understanding that these ori­ 
ginal street signs w ere purchased 
by the Board of Public Works and 
erected by the Jaycees in 1952. The 
bad condition will give you an idea 
of the price we tax-payers pay for 
vandalism. It is estim ated that 
at least $2000.00 should be included 
in next year’s budget for installa­ 
tion of required signs.

Platform Tricks 


Public speakers often suffer just 
like Stella. 
Ideally, if you know in advance 
that you are to talk or sing in 
public, *it is well to m ount your 
speech notes or music on a stiff 
cardboard background. 
But som etim es 
a person will 
thrust a single sheet of paper in 
your hand and ask you to read 
the announcem ent to the crowd. 
So you are often “stuck” with 
a wobbly, rattling single sheet of 
paper. 
And most people are nervous at 
the start, even the professionals. 
After 5 m inutes, their hands will 
not trem ble violently but at the 
outset everybody tends to shake. 


If you hold 
the 
sheet in 
one 
hand and your trem or grows ex. 
cessive, you become acutely self- 
conscious and m ay even blush, as 
you think: 
“My goodness, 
everybody can 
see how nervous I am. They will 
think I um an am ateur or novice 
and 
overwhelmed 
with 
stage 
fright, although I am an educated 
person or an experienced speak­ 
er or singer. 
“ What can I do? Oh, I’ll just 
shift the paper to my other hand 
and then m aybe it will not quiver 
as badly.” 
But 
it 
usually 
rattles 
even 
worse! 
In this type of situation, just 
seize your paper' or music with 
‘•‘both” hands and then puil gen­ 
tly in opposite directions. 
This will stop your trem or al­ 
most entirely! 
It is a little trick from the field 
of platform psychology which you 
should all rem em ber. 
This counter-traction or oppos­ 
ing pull will m ake you look calm 
though you still m ay feel as jit­ 
tery as a cat. 
But at least jo u r hands will not 
advertise your stage fright to the 
audience.

THE MEDICINE MEN 


The use of magic to cure ills is far older than scientific 
medicine, and in Washington sometimes it still is the pre­ 
ferred treatment. 
The other day, H. I*ewis Rietz, president of the Health In­ 
surance Association of America, told how advocates of medi­ 
cal care for the aged under Social Security can take ordinary 
accurate figures and do emotional magic with them. 
For instance, those who promote the Social Security ex­ 
tension often say that the income of 53 per cent of all per­ 
sons over 65 years old in the nation is less than $1-000 a 
year. And they are right. 
But they leave you with the illusion that this is exception­ 
al. In fact, says Mr. Rietz. 59 percent of all persons UNDER 
65 in the United States have incomes less than $1,000 a year. 
The public also is skillfully misled on the cost of such 
a medical program. We are told that we need to add only 
half of one percent of our taxable earnings to the Social Se­ 
curity tax to get the program. Glossed over is the fact that 
the amount of earnings on which Social Security taxes are 
payable would have to rise from the present $4,800 figure 
to $5,200. And that extra $400 would be taxed at the full 
Social Security rate. 
So, points out Mr. Rietz. the worker who now pays 
$150 
a year in Social Security taxes (did you know it was that 
much?) would be paying $283.66 by 1968—an increase of 
89 percent in just six years. 
Even so, Mr. Rietz doesn’t think it would be enough to 
cover the cost of the program, and knowing such costs is 
Mr. Rietz’s business. He thinks the Administration costs 
estimates are about a third what they should he. He didn’t 
mention it, but more fakery is involved in the idea that this 
is “prepaid medical insurance’* for the old age of those now 
working. Those now working would merely pay medical bills 
for those already retired. 
When today’s workers retire, a new* generation might 
shoulder the bills. Or, a new generation in control of Con­ 
gress, if it tired of the burden, could simply junk the whole 
program.

Do likewise with ail 
(ii ugs aud prescriptions no iotig 
er needed or which are past ex­ 
piration date, have changed color, 
become caked or gathered sedi­ 
tion t. Remember, says Bauer and 
Black, never 
throw 
discarded 
drugs where children —• your own 
or others’ — can get at them. 
Further, when you get new pre­ 
scriptions, mark the label to show 
for whom and what it, is intended, 
tile dosage and date of purchase. 
Never lake medic me in the dark. 
Bead the label tw’ice — rn a good 
light, and with your glasses ii you 
need them. Never give a prescrip­ 
tion to anyone but the person for 
whom it was written. Leave no 
medicines accessible to children. 
And when the medicine cabinet 
is properly cleaned out, w’rite down 
the day and night telephone num­ 
bers of the doctor, the pharmacist 
and the nearest poison control cen­ 
ter, and paste this in the cabmet. 
Then ask the druggest for a check­ 
list of the health and safety essen­ 
tials that should always be in the 
medicine chest. 
This is an exercise in practical 
life - saving. No one has any right 
to ignore it.

Public speakers often suffer just 
like Stella.

But sometimes a person will 
thrust a single sheet of paper in 
your hand and ask you to read 
the announcement to the crowd. 
So you are often “stuck” with 
a wobbly, rattling single sheet of 
paper. 
And most people are nervous at 
the start, even the professionals. 
After 5 minutes, their hands will 
not tremble violently but at the 
outset everybody tends to shake. 


If you hold the sheet in one 
hand and your tremor grows ex- 
cessive, you become acutely self­ 
conscious and may even blush, as 
you think: 
“My goodness, everybody can 
see how nervous I am. They will 
think I ..ta an am ateur or novice 
and 
overwhelmed 
with 
stage 
fright, although I am an educated 
person or an experienced speak­ 
er or singer. 
“What can I do? Oh, I’ll just 
shift the paper to my other hand 
and then maybe it will not quiver 
as badly.” 
But 
it 
usually 
rattles 
even 
worse! 
lh this type of situation, just 
seize your paper' or music with 
vboth” hands and then pull gen­ 
tly in opposite directions. 
This will stop your tremor al­ 
most entirely! 
It is a little trick from the field 
of platform psychology which you 
should all remember. 
This counter-traction or oppos­ 
ing pull will make you look calm 
though you still may feel as Jit­ 
tery as a cat. 
But at least your hands will not 
advertise your stage fright to the 
audience.

Spring planting is just around the 
corner — maybe! We really never 
know when the weather will permit 
us to make our early plantings. 
But, whenever it is, we shout I ;c 
ready to go. Any delay might re­ 
sult in a weather change that W'ill 
put us that much more behind. 
The following vegetables can be 
planted any time now. The earlier 
the better. Just be sure your soil 
is in good workable condition. 
Potatoes: 
Use only 
northern 
grown certified potatoes. 
Avoid 
planting w'here potatoes have been 
planted for the past two years. 
Don't use barnyard or poultry m a­ 
nure on the potato ground this 
spring. Avoid planting on newly- 
limed soils or soils with a PH of 
6.0 or more. The above practices 
will help prevent many potato dis­ 
eases. 
Irish Cobbler and Red Pontiac 
are the recommended varieties. 
The Cobbler ig probably the best 
quality potato, the Pontiac has po­ 
tential for a greater yield. Use IV* 
to lUj - ounce seed pieces, plant 
about three inches deep and 12 
inches apart in the row. 
Peas: Recommended 
varieties 
are Little Marvel and Freezonian. 
Peas 
aren’t 
necessarily 
recom­ 
mended for small gardens because 
the return per foot of row is small 
compared with many other vege­ 
tables. 
Spinach; A good, nutritious, early 
spring vegetable. 
Plant 
Bloom*- 
dale Long Standing for an early 
crop and American for a later crop. 
American withstands warm weath­ 
er a little better. Spinach needs 
“elbow room” in which to develop 
large, thick leaves of high quality. 
So thin out your plants! Giant No­ 
bel is an excellent flat - leaved 
variety. 
Lettuce: Good leafy varieties are 
Black Seeded Simpson and Salad 
Bowl. A very tasty semi - heading 
variety is Bibb. Try it! Great Lakes 
is the recommended heading var­ 
iety, but you must set out plants 
no later than April 1. Remember 
these two things about lettuce — 
don’t plant so much and thin it out. 
Radishes and beets do well in 
most gardens. Carrots are a m ar­ 
ginal vegetable in most of Missouri. 
Our soils are too “ rich” and our 
weather gets warm too quickly for 
good carrot growth. Best varieties 
for our conditions 
are 
Nantes, 
Chantenay Red Core, and Touchon. 
Why not try some “new” vege­ 
tables in your garden this spring? 
They will be “new” if you haven’t 
planted them before. So try such 
vegetables as kale, collards, mus­ 
tard greens, kohlrabi, and endive. 
All are easy to grow, extremely 
nutritious, and certainly deserve a 
place in more gardens. 
Don’t forget cabbage and broc­ 
coli, Set out plants early.

C o t t o n 
farmers 
throughout 
Southeast Missouri are showing a 
great deal of interest in the new 
cotton variety which has been de­ 
veloped by Dr. W. P. Sappenfield, 
University 
of 
Missouri 
Cotton 
Breeder. This variety has not been 
officially named as yet, so it is still 
known by its experimental name, 
Mo. 58-3249. 
The development of this variety 
bogan in 1957 when about 1)00 in­ 
dividual plants were selected from 
Aburn 56 because of its variability 
and the potential offered by this 
variety for Improvement by selec­ 
tion. In 1959, 21 
strains derived 
from Auburn 56 were tested indi­ 
vidually at 
Diehlstadt. 
Two 
of 
these strains proved outstanding. 
As far as yields, earliness and dis­ 
ease resistance were concerned. 
Because of these characteristics, 
these two strains, Mo. 58 - 432 and 
Mo. 58-449 were combined to make 
up the Mo. 58 • 3249 variety. 
This is a high . yielding, early 
maturing variety of cotton that is 
particularly adapted to sandy soils. 
To be specific, Mo. 58 . 3249 pro­ 
duced 1030 pounds of lint per ac­ 
re compared to 1004 produced by 
Rex, 966 pounds produced by Fox 
4. and 914 pounds produced by Au­ 
burn 56 as average yields produc­ 
ed by Fox, 4. and 914 pounds pro­ 
duced by Auburn 56 as average 
yields produced during the 1960- 
61 i>eriod. Its earliness is evidenc­ 
ed by the fact that 807 pounds of 
lint per acre were picked from 
this variety at the first picking 
compared to 
779 
pounds picked 
from Fex, 623 pounds picked from 
Fox 4, and 
641 
pounds 
picked 
from Auburn 56. As far as lint 
turnout, 
staple length, 
and boll 
size are concerned 
this 
variety 
compares very favorably with the 
other three varieties. Mo. 58 - 3249 
is resistant to fusarium wilt and 
root knot nematode as is indicat­ 
ed by the fact that it produced 
718 pounds of lint per acre on san­ 
dy soils infested with fusarium wilt 
and root knot nematodes comj>ar- 
ed to 668 pounds produced by Re* 
and 636 pounds produced by Aub­ 
urn 56 as average yields for the 
1966-61 jieriod. 
It is also some­ 
what tolerant to Verticillium Wilt 
as is indicated by the fact that it 
produced 891 pounds of lint per 
acre on a Verticillium Wilt Infest­ 
ed soil compared to 849 pounds 
produced by Rex, 780 pounds pro­ 
duced by Auburn 56 and 722 pounds 
produced by Fox 4. This new var­ 
iety is susceptible 
to 
bacterial 
blight, however. 

58-3249 variety 
are now being increased, and it is 
my understanding that some seed 
of this variety will be available to 
certified seed growers in 1963.

was suggested that some of this 
gas tax money will be distributed 
for use other than street repair- 
je tty M anager Miller inform s us 
this gas tax money can be used 
only for the following purposes: 
Street construction, S treet repair, 
, Street signing, Policing. Lighting 
and Cleaning of Streets. He says a 
careful accounting will be m ade 
of all money received from the 
State and no gas tax money will 
be diverted for other purposes. We 
have recently m ade a survey of 
470 street signs which have been 
dam aged and should be replaced. 
This survey die not include street 
signs for som e of the new subdivi­ 
sions or housing projects. It is 


very probable that we will need at j 
least 550 new street signs with 
some extra fittings, 
accessories j 
and posts. No survey was m ade at 
this tim e of other signs such as 
stop, slow', weight limit, etc.; some 
of which are in bad condition. It 
is our understanding that these ori­ 
ginal street signs were purchased 
by the Board of Public Works and 
erected by the Jaycees in 1952. The 
bad condition will give you an idea 
of the price we tax-pavers pay for 
vandalism . 
It is estim ated that 
at least $2000.00 should be included 
in next y ea r’s budget for installa­ 
tion of required signs.

Many of the decisions that farm ­ 
ers m ake in the next few weeks 
will 
affect 
their 
pocketbook. 
Some of these decisions might af­ 
fect your farm income m ore than 
one year. An exam ple of this is 
the way you handle your cotton 
in 1962. 
According to the best records 
available the cotton allotm ent in 
Mississippi 
County 
was 
under- 
planted by about 2500 acres last 
year. The allotm ent in the seven 
leading cotton producing counties 
was underplanted by about 15,000 
acres. Six of the seven cotton coun­ 
ties was considerably underplant­ 
ed By not planting 
the 
cotton 
acreage that was alloted to be 
planted, farm ers in the seven coun­ 
ties reduced their potential income 
from cotton by approxim ately $250, 
000. Because of low yields in m any 
cases, underplanted conditions did 
not hurt as bad last year as m ost 
years. 
U nderplanting your cotton allot­ 
m ents m ay cause you problems 
in 
addition 
to reduced 
income. 
Farm cotton allotm ents may be 
reduced where the farm er fails to 
plant at least 75 per cent of his 
allotm ent or release it for reappor­ 
tionment. If you plan to plant your 
entire allotm ent you have no wor­ 
ry, except m aybe the w eather. If 
you do not plan to plant your en­ 
tire allotm ent for any reason you 
should release it to protect your 
own planting history and the his­ 
tory of the county and state. The 
deadline set for releasing cotton 
acreage is April 30, 1962. 
Here are the possible plans that 
m ay be followed in 1962 and fully 
protect your cotton allotment. 
(1) Plant at least 75 per cent of 
your 1962 allotm ent; or 
(2) Release at least 75 per cent 
of your 1962 allotment by April 30; 
or 
(3) Acreage planted plus acreage 
released be at least 75 per cent of 
the 1962 allotm ent; or 
(41 If the entire allotment was 
released in both 1960 and 1961, 
some cotton m ust be planted in 19- 
62 to protect the farm allotm ent 
in 1963. 
Your coton allotm ent is just one 
of several items you can overlook 
and affect 
your pocketbook 
in 
1962 and future years. If you have 
questions get them answered now 
while there is tim e to m ake chang­ 
es.
